IPE VALLEY OF THE SHADOW. 



Condition of the Czar Believed to Be 
' Much Worse Than Be- 
ported. 



The Czare^Yltch and Princess AIli 
Harried— Fanatics aud Revola- 
tioulsts at Work. 



LOKUON, Oct. 24.— The Daily News has 
tbia diapatch from St. Pet»rabnrg : " The 
ofiSoIal bnlletlna do ' not represent the situa- 
atlon as dark as it really Is. The belief is 
that the beginning of tho end has arrived, 
and that already tho Czar is dyicg. It is 
not known whether or not the marriage has 
been solemnized. The silence ia ominous al- 
tbonghitjjp^ybe that theCzar'aooDdltton and 
an ''^Seration delayed Ibe ceremony. There 
are persiatent rumors that the Princees Alix 
is still fighting a desperate struggle against 
the fanatical zsal of the orthodox clergy 
wiio ioaiat upon her . deolaring her evangel- 
ical faith to be accnrsed. In the last few 
days ptmphlets have passed tbroi]gh the 
poat ollioe here summoning the people to 
demand the political rights which the dying 
Czitr has refused to give them. Thoy are 
algoed by a new rovolutiooaiy society called 
" The Pcople'a Righta Party." 

From Berlin tho News heara : " All tele- 
grams from Livadia are sent via St. Petera- 
burg, where they arc sifted by the censor. 

"The aervanta who accompanied tho Prin- 
eeaa Alix from Darmstadt to Warsaw have 
returned. The Princess found Russian 
servants awaiting her on tho Iinporliil train. 
Thoy began their duties immodiatoly. It 
was evidently not intended that Germans 
should get to Livadia and then take back 
accounts of the true state of affairs." 

The Standard's St. Petersburg oorro- 
speident says : " Although it ia not stated 
ofBoially, it ia declared than the marriage of 
the Priocesa Alix and the Czirewitoh was 
snleninized to.day. Dr. Grenber,;who was 
ciklled to Livadia, has returned lio Ch&r- 
koff." 

The Dally Chronicle learns from Vienna 
that the failure of the Czarina'a mr atal 
powera has become more marked and her 
physicians fear serious brain tronble. ' 

The Times correspondent in St. Peters- 
burg says : " It is stated that a French 
surgeon has been invited to Livadia with a 
view to an operation'which might be poeai- 
hie if only one kidney were affected. Prof. 
Bergmann,of BerIin,issaldtobavebeen invit- 
ed and has declined. It seome true that all 
tho state papers sinco the 18th have been 
signed by tho Cztrewitch in tho Cz'>r'a be- 
half. Dr. von Witto, Minister of Finance, 
has telegraphed to the president of the 
Odeasa exchange that he relies on the loyal- 
ty of tho brokers and others to abstain 
from all speculation ospooially In gold pur- 
chaacs, and to adopt measures to prevent 
the depreciation of roubles and the state 
funds, even postponing all .the sold pur- 
cbaaea whioh are not in ' immediate neoaa- 
sity. 

St, PETEHsnnwi, Oct. 24 —At 8 o'clock 
this evening tho following ofBcial bulletin 
was issued: "During tha day there have 
been no signs of somnolence. The Emperor's 
appetite and spirits were better. The 
oedema increased aomewhat. 

Much comment waa excited here to-day 
by the newa that the Imperial yaohta Polar 
Star and Taarevan have been ordered to 
proceed to the Piraeua. These yachts were 
ordered South somo days ago, but soon after 
leaving Cronstadt were told to retorn. 
What the last change of plan meana ia not 
known. 

BBRUN. Oot. 24— The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of .the Eoelniaobe Zeitung 
says : " It is rumored that the Czar's 
phyeicians have hopes that he will live two 
or three weeks and consequently havo 
favored the postponement of the wedding." 

St. Petershuro, Oct. 24.— An imperial 
decree issued to-day doolarea the Grand 
Duke Michael, third son of tho Czar, hoir 
apparent to the throne after the acceaaion of 
the Grand Duke Nicholaa. The present heir 
apparent, the Grand Duke George, the 
Czir's second son, in oonseqnenoe of the 
condition of his health, has renounced bis 
rights of suooession. His death ia a ques- 
tion of a few days, 

A Livadia diapatoh atatea that the Czar 
had a paaaable night and showed a alight 
deaire for food tbia morning. There has 
been, however, no increase in tho strength 
of the beart'a action. 

Prof. Merzcbjoweki, a specialiat in nerv- 
ous diseases, who was supposed to have 
been aumnioned to. attend the Cztrina, has 
returned to St. Petersburg, from whioh it ia 
presumed that there ia no truth in the sen- 
sational atoriea circulated regarding ,the 
health of hor mujosty. 

Tho illness of tho Czir ia taking ita usual 
oourao toward a fatal end. Ilia Majealy 
waa better Sunday and Monday, ond worse 
Tuesday. It is expected that his strength 
will carry him to other alight rallies. Thus 
tho progrobs of the diaeaae will ebb and flow 
until tho patient succumbs, 

BEnuN, Oct. 24. — It ia reported hero thot 
a prominent court officer at St. Potoraburg 
haa reoeivod from Livadia a telegraph dia- 
patch saying : " It ia not expected that the 
death of the Czar will occur within the next 
48 hours, and probably that the life of Hie 
Majesty will be prolonged much longer." 

Tho Yalta correspondent of. the Lokal 
Anzoigor aaya : " Prof. Leyden's peculiar 
aystom of feeding haa done' ninoh to support 
tho Czir's strength. The Ozar is fed four 
timea a day i < at seven and . eleven o'clock 
in the morniUg, four in the afternoon, and 
nine in the evening. Every time ho receives 
three-quarters of a litre of buttermilk, and 
often bouillon with the yolk of an egg. No 
solid food is given him. This diet suits the 
Cztr, Prof. Leyden has the full oonfidence 
of his patient." 

Lo.NDos, Oct. 24 —Tho rnpresontativo in 
Livadia of tho British Medical Journal tele- 
grapha that tho Czar's loga were punctured 
to-day and tho oedema was by this moans 
reduced. Preparations are being made for 
thoraconteais, with a view of relieving the 
diatresa in breathing. His malady shows 
little improvement. 

The Moaoow oorreapondont of tho Pall 
Mall GazQtto telegrapha that tho drowainess 
with which the Czar haa been afTucted ia in- 
croaaing and that it is almost impossible for 
His Majesty to keep awake except when he 
is attacked by nervous spasms, which is fro- 
quently. He ia able to take and retain 
food.'^(;'Xhavedding of the Czarowitch and 
Frindeu Alix depends entirbly upon the 



condition of the Czar, but will take place 
either to-day or to-morrow. 

The journey of the Prlncaas Alix through 
the Crimea was in the nature of a state prog- 
reaa. The prinooea was met at the Ruasian 
frontier by Grand Duohcsa Surglus, At 
Alustha the brido-eloot waa welcomed by 
the czarewitch and his undo, Grand Duke 
Sergius. As the princeas and party went 
through Alta the cz*rewitoh and hia intend- 
ed wife, aeatod aide by aide, were cheered 
by the crowda, Tho imperial caatlo was 
reached at duak yeatordty, anil Priooeas Alii 
Waa immediately conducted into the pres- 
ence of tho czir and czirina. Tho imperial 
sufferer greeted tho princess with every 
mark of affection. Tho brido-elcct, accom- 
panied by tho Czarina and other members of 
the Imperial family, proceeded to the chapel 
of the caatle, A aolemn religious service 
waa than conducted, Princeas Alix kneeling 
beside the Empress and joining in long and 
fervent supplications offered for tho recovery 
of the Czar. After tho religioua ceremonies 
the Princoaa and tho Imperial p*rty return- 
ed to the room occupied by the Cz»r. Grand 
Duke and Duchess Vladimir, the former a 
brother of the Emperor, arrived Sunday, 
and the king of Greece in on tho way from 
Vienna. 

Pauls, Oct, 24.— Dispatches from an un- 
trustworthy source say that the wedding tf 
the Princoaa Alix and the Czarewitch began 
to-day and the reception of the Prinoeea 
Alix into the orthodox Greek church took 
place yesterday afternoon in thepresenco of 
Poboinoszeff, attorney-general of the Holy 
Synod, and the . members of the Imperial 
family now at Livadia. • ■■ "■ 

AFTER THE BATTLE. 

The Field of Ping Yang Strewn With De- 
composing Bodles-Jftpan'a Troubles 
With tho Koreans. 

London, Oat. 24 — Tho Morning Poat haa 
this dispatch, dated Chemulpo, October 19 : 
The aeoond force of Japanese left Seoul on 
the 15th to qnell the rebellion of the Tong 
Hako, who are impeding serionaly the paoifi- 
cation of the country, iitirrlng. np hatred 
and revolt wherever tttey appear. iTIie 
Japanese are trying-, to oheek ' .tlieir 
agitation and have . ; aoattered silver 
plentifully among the Koreans, It 
is said that in Seoul alone they have dis- 
bursed 100,000 yen. The road from Seoul 
to Ping Yang ia etrewn with the decompos- 
ing carcaaoB of boraes and cattle. On the 
battlefield of Ping Yang tho stench is terri- 
ble. Many of the dead Chinese were burled 
hastily and with but a few bandfulls 
of earth over their bodies. The 
graves have been washed open by 
tho rains and tho bodies are now exposed to 
tho sun, and largo numbers of sick Jnpanese 
have been brought here in boats by night. 
Most of them are suffering from dysentery. 
The arrangements of the Japanese hospitals 
are very defective. The officers who were 
present at Ping Yang, B>ty chat the Chinese 
infantry cut through tho enemy's ranks, but 
the cavalry was annihilated, the horses 
sticking in the marshes and going down by 
the score under the Japanese fire. 

OFFICIALS IN ELECTION?! 

Frealdent .Gleveland yffJl latetpose No Ob- 
stacle to Fnbllc Servants Taking 
Fromlnent Farts. 

WASmilOTOK, Got. 24.— President Cleve- 
land's attitude in regard to tho participa- 
tion of administration ofScials in the pre- 
sent campaign has been aomewhat modified, 
and from this time on federal office-holders 
will take quite a prominent part- in thp oon- 
te.st. Great pressure has been brought to 
bear on the President by Democrats all over 
the country, who insisted that federal o£Sce 
holders should at least do enough to con- 
vince Democrats that the administration 
waa in line with the party. Not only haa 
the Preaidont been appealed to, but mem. 
bcra of tho cabinet and aasistant aecrotarlea 
have been deluged with telegrams calling 
for aid. Tho result ia that several officiala 
will now take part in tho campaign with tho 
undoratandicg that the Preaident will not 
diaapprove of their action. 



DEMOCRATS MUST WIN. 

Senator Hill's Address to a lUoOne of 
Sdntherners. . 

New York, Oct. 24. — In response to an 
invitation to meet the vice-president and 
members of tho executive committee of tho 
association of Southern Democrats in New 
York, Senator Hill tbia evening addressed 
a meeting of Southerners in the St. Jamea 
hotel. In bis speoch, he said : " We can 
win this fight, I know the country people. 
They are noli fickle ; they are not excited ; 
they aro not Cleveland men nor Hill mon ; 
they are Democrats. Of course it must be 
admitted that thero is nut a high exhibition 
of party patriotism. I suppose that a cer- 
tain degree of selGshness is incidont lo 
human nature, and wo must overlook these 
things, at any rate you can afford to look 
higher and sec that great state and national 
questions aro involved in this eloction, and 
that we as Democrats must win.

Examples of Consptcuous ConraKe and 
Deapicable Cowardice-The Japr ' 
anese Superior Generalship. 



If, »8 Captain Mahan Bays, the naval 
■npremacy of the future is to be dooidod by 
bftttleBhips, the oruoial teet of modern oon- 
(UtioDB for fighting at sea has yet to be 
made. Of the twenty -aeven vwnela engaged 
In the recent battle at Yalu river, only two 
have any preteneions to bo called battle- 
ehipa, the Chinese veaaels Tingyuon and 
Chouyuen. All the rest wore of the pro 
tectod or unprotootcd oruiaor olaaa. Still 
the general action near Tatungkou will 
•voke profound intereat in naval olroles and 
iHll supply invaluable experience and end 
feu material for oritioiBin, On the termina- 
tion of hoatilitice, the two powora concorcod 
will doubtleso supply oxaot and dotiiilod in- 
formation, but aa for tho proaent they will 
oitbor be altogether ruticont or only supply 
«r.ch " facts " aa suit their politioil ends, un 
impartial description by an unbiased 
writer may at least gratify the roaaonablo 
cnriosity of the lay public, if it does not 
meet tho exigent demands of the Eciontists. 
lio it observed that this information has been 
obtidsed only from those present in the 
Chinese ships or who have seen them since. 

The Japanese all through the war have 
shown that their intelligence department is 
excellently worlied, ana there can be no 
reasonable doubt that they received aoourato 
informotion as to the destination of the 4,000 
troops and largo quantities of rifles and mili- 
tary stores which left Taku about the 14th 
September in the steamers Hainyn, loonan, 
.fwntuDg, Lseyuen and Haeting. These 
Teuels picked up their convoy and made for 
!Fatongkou under the escort of six cruisers 
and ionr torpedo boats. When ofTTaliewan 
bay they were joined by the larger vessels 
of the Chinese fleet, and made their deitina- 
Hon on Sunday, the 16th of September. The 
debarlcation bettan under oover of the tor- 
pedo veasela and two of the ieseer draught 
■hips and wM suooeaatnlly aooompliahed, 
while the other nine vesseli of the fleet re- 
mained in eome 25 fathoma of water at a 
point ten or twelve milea aoutb by east 
from Tatungkou. 

The Japanese, with that prevision which 
precludea the element of luok, aurveyed the 
coast two or three years ago. The harbor- 
master of Port Arthur baa repeatedly urged 
the Chinese to follow their example but 
without success. 

Steam was kept up, when at noon of Mon- 
day, the 17th of September, a cloud of that 
obtrusive black smoke wbioh Japanese ooal 
jjivea off, showed the approach of their fleet 
from the south. The Chinese admiral at 
once weighed anchor, drew up his squadron 
in a formation roughly like an obtuse angle, 
with the two armo ed ships at the apex, and 
advanced to give battle. The Japsneae came 
on in line and carried out a soriea of ovolu- 
tioni with beautiful precision. The tactics 
of both sides are too highly technical for the 
lay mind to grasp, but in common speech 
they may be resolved into this : 

(1.) The Japanese having higher speed — 
the modern equivalent to the weathergauge — 
kept circling round the Chinese, enlarging 
their radiua aa they came within range of 
kiM big KUna of this armored Tingyuen and 
(Xenyuen, and working closer in as they 
oame oppoaite the onarmored ships and guns 
of leaa calibre. - .v ' 

(2. ) The Chinese kept their wedge forma- 
tion, and as all the halyarda were anot away 
in the Admiral's ships early in the action, 
they had simply to watch the leadera and 
aot with diaoretion. 

The very firafe SToIntion of the enemy 
detached three^Chineae ahipa, one of which 
waa the fine Els wick cruiser Chihy uen (2,300 
tons, IS knots, three 8-in. twelve-ton guns, 
two G in. four-ton, and 17 quick-firers) 
Captain Tang handled his ship with admir- 
able coolneBB, but Ilia veaael waa badly hulled 
very early in tho fight and took a strong 
list to starboard ; seeing thai she wua sink- 
ing he went full apoed ahead at a Jupaueae, 
who was atickirg to him like a limpet and 
makini{ free pruotioo, with tho intention of 
ramming her, but ho foundered with all 
hands (250) just before tho ship got home. 
One account has it that bo actually did sink 
th? Japanese, but tho weight of evidence is 
l2ut he only disabled him by bis return fire. 

The Kingyuen (2850 tons, IG^ knots, two 
8^ io, ten- ton guns, two G in, four-tons, and 
kcren machine gune) took fire soon after this, 
Imfrher captain while subduing the flames 
atlll fought his ship. Seeing a disabled Jap 
anese near him, moat probably the same 
vessel that tho Chibyuen tried to ram, he 
came up intending to capture or sink her, 
but waa incautious enough to cross the lino 
of her torpedo tubo at a short distance. The 
Japaneae thereupon shot her only bolt, and 
lure enough blew up the Kingyuen, Out of 
» eomplement of 270 odd, aome aeven only 
ace known to have eaoaped. One account 
aaya that tbia fine veaael periabed from fire, 
hut anbaeqnent information from Fort 
Artbnr givea thia more accurate version of 
ber end, though it ia true ahe waa badly on 
fire. 

With regard to the disabled Japanese in 
iiueetion, not one informant will deliberately 
say, " I myself eavv her founder," but with- 
out exception tlioy all maintain that she 
sank soon after the destruction of tho King 
yuen. 

Tho notoriouB Fong, the reinatated cap 
tain of the Taiyuen, again diatinguialied 
himself by hia devotion to tho white feather ; 
all the foreign aurvivora are very silent on 
thia subject, but there ia no doubt whatever 
that thia poor creature signalled early in tho 
day that bis ship was badly struck, and 
that he then promptly took her out of 
action. Id doing so ho run precipitately 
into tho shallows where the ICIswiok built 
cruiser Yangwet (1,350 tons, 10 knots, two 
10 in. twenty-five-ton guna, four 4)| in, and 
ten machine guns) was in difnoulties, strug- 
gling hard to get off. Fong's navigttion 
and pilotage wero about equal to his cour- 
age ; findint; his soundings suddenly ohango 
he Attored his helm, and fairly rammed bin 
unfortunate colleague, escaping himeolf 
however with a damaged bow. The Yang- 
wel'a crew {260} were nearly all lost, and 
'tiie TeaaeV boraelf now ilea in about 4^ 
fathoma on a atralght keel, with her topa 
and lighter guna out of the water and her 
turret or barbette juat awaab. She waa 
aoen In , that poaition four daya after the 
battle by the returning tranaporca, '"' 

The Taiyuen ran at full apeed for Fort 
Arthur, when the foreign engineer went 
ashore and flatly refnaed to aerve further 
with such a captain. News has since ar- 
rived in Tientsin that he will be under no 
necessity of doing so, as Fong's head was 
promptly sheared oil" by imperative orders 
from Tientsin. This poltroon was rooontly 
oourtmartittled for hia conduct on tho day of 
thoainkiug of tho Kowehing, and was, to 
tho great indignation of the 11. st, roinatatcd 
in hia oommaud. 

Hia villainouB example was followed by 
the commandee of the wooden ootvette 



Kuangohia (1,100 tona, three 12 o. m. quick- 
firing guna, eight machine guns). It is a 
moot point whether hia ship was injured in 
the action or not ; he ahows tho wood work 
ot the latrines as a proof, Ab any rate he 
bolted, and kept so keen an eye aft that at 
11 p.m. be ran on a reef aome twenty 
milea eaab of Taliewan bay ; and for 
ail that ia known la there atill, although tho 
rumor waa current in Japan when the Em- 
preaa aalled that a Jupaneae acout has since 
put a torpedo into him. 

The deaertion' of these two ships would 
have reduced the Chinese to aeven, but they 
were reinforced by the voaaela from inabore, 
and later on by the torpedo vesaela, four in 
number. One of these two ahipa, the Yang- 
wei, waa as stated rammed by the Taiyuen, 
the other, Chaoyuog, a slater ship, soon 
took fire and ulao got into ahoal watnr, 
where ahe burned completely out ; more 
than 100 men were taken off by a torpedo 
vessel, but some of the crew were killed ; 
the vessel is now visible, a uaeleaa ahell, just 
above the wash of the sea at low water. This 
oompletca the list of Chinese oasualtiea and 
losses. 

The torpedo boats found some diflioulty in 
joining the fray ; the loss of tho halyards, 
and in aome cases of colore, made it diflioult 
to dialinguiah friend from foe ; but tho 
young offioera in charge did well, and acted 
fully up to their inatruotions to keep well 
under the leo of tho big ahipa during fire, 
and then dart out under a bank of smoke. 
Unfortunately for thorn their little vessola 
had been scouting for three wecka and hud 
been overworked ; the result was lumcnt- 
abln ; when they opened out, their possible 
20 knota sank to aomething between 14 and 
15 ; tho anioko roae rapidly, and long before 
tho Schwarlzkopf range was reached they 
wero aoen and fired at. Oddly enough they 
wero not hit onoo by anything worthy of 
notice, bub on tho other hand they efTeotod 
nothing. The dreaded torpedo only scored 
once in the action, and that in the oaae of 
tho Kingyuen, an issue entirely due to over- 
confidenco and rashness. 

Meanwhile the two armored veaaela, 
Tingyuen and Chenyuen, were the re> 
cipienta of the continued and peraiatent fir- 
ing of the Japaneae ; the Chenyuen, under 
the command of Commodore Lin, aasiated 
by two foreigners, made grand practice and 
kept admirable discipline ; her frequent 
fires wero extinguished promptly, and 
tho ship was admirably handled through 
out tho action. The foreign officers 
on board were both severely wounded, tho 
one in the arm, while tho other, through an 
inodvertenco in too prompt fire of one of tho 
heavy guDP, got hia scalp and face badly 
burned, and was Bubeequcntly wounded in 
the arms. So perBiateni. was the fire from 
this vessel that the magazine was all but 
depleted, and she arrived at Port Arthur 
with only twenty rounds of heavy shell 
left ; they fired 148 six-inch shell and quite 
exhausted their small ammunition. Her 
fire was as effective as it was sustained, 
owing to tho skill and coolness of the for- 
eign expert on board. Tho ship's super- 
struotures were almost completely de- 
stroyed, and a shell atruok the spindle of 
the hydraulio gear of the port gun throw- 
ing it out of aotion. 

With thia exception it la amazing to find 
how little damage the heavy fire did to 
gune and machinery. Only three guna were 
dismounted in tha whole Chinese fleet, and 
in no case wore tho engines, boilers or hy- 
draulio machinery (Chenyuen excepted) in- 
jured. No oaaualtiea are reported from the 
engino rooms, where the bebavior waa ex- 
cellent. 

The Laiyuen (a sister ship to the King- 
yuen in build and armament] had her super- 
structure damaged by fire and ahell more 
than any other ship in the fleet, and was an 
appalling sight ; in Port Arthur the for- 
eigners who have seen her deem It a marvel 
that she could ever have been brought into 
port, so completely wrecked is all the deck 
gear. Essentially, however, the ship is 
sound in hull, armament and engines. 

The Tingyuen (fligship, 7,4.10 tone, HJ 
knots, four 37-ton Krupp guns, two 4-ton 
do., eight machine guna) woa the sceno of 
some striking episodes. A heavy shell sup- 
posed, but not known, to have been in 
ricochet, struck the fighting top, kill- 
log instantly the seven men in 
it and knocking the entire gear 
into the aea. Another abot in Ita vagaries 
bent but did not break the ateam-pipe ; a 
third killed poor Nichola, an ex-petty of- 
ficer of the British Navy, who aeeing an- 
other foreigner bleeding from • wound in 
tho groin, volunteered to take hia;plaoe 
while be went below. Tlis Admiral and a 
third foreigner who had volunteered from 
the customs aervice, were violently thrown 
off the bridge by the oononarion and render- 
ed senseless for eome timo ; it ia aupposed 
that the heavy gune were almultaneously 
fired from tho barbettes. Oa recovering, the 
Admiral was found to have sustained an in- 
jury to his foot, while an attendant bearing 
help to his master was blown into the air 
and sea in infinitesimal pieces by a shell, an 
incident which profoundly aU'ooted the 
brave old soldier. 

About 3 o'clock the Japanese hauled off 
for conButtation but came on again and re- 
newed tho battle ; about 5 they took their 
final leave, the Tingyuen and Chenyuon fol- 
lowing them up. This was probably a bit of 
atrategy of the Japanese, for after running 
ten or twelve miles five of them turned 
round and, to use the express phrase of a 
recipient, " gave the big ships hell." This 
,waB apparently the last kick, for to the un- 
mitigated deilgbt of the Chinoae o£Bcera 
they finally hauled off and disappeared to 
the southward. ' 

Tho two Cbineae ahipa had no small am- 
munition left and a very limited supply of 
heavy ehell, with which they pounded away 
ut slow Intervals, as there were two houra of 
day still left. The Admiral sent on a verbal 
moaaago for the transports to como along, 
bub thoy hud gone far up stream when they 
knew what waa going on and did not daro to 
move without more apeoiul ordora ; it waa 
suppoaed that they had fallen viotima to tho 
Japunoao, who had returned ntxt day, but 
thia figment of the imagination was finally 
diaaipated on Saturday when thoy all arriv- 
ed at Taku. Thoy had left Tatungkou on 
Friday, four days after the battle, saw tho 
aholl of the Chaoyung and the tops of the 
Yangwei on the scene of the action ; called 
In at Port Arthur, where they aaw the alx 
Chinese vessela, and croaaed the gulf in per- 
fect safety. 

The foreign survivors to a man regard tho 
statement that tho Japaneae lost no ahipa us 
a barefaced lio ; ab any ruto it can easily bo 
proved. If tho absurd provincial etiquette 
and jealouales of tho viceroys does not block 
the way, and the Nanyanga come up to joii^ 
the Feiyanga, the atrength of tho northorn 
aquadron i^il be very little impaired. Tho 
Cbineae naval ofScera are now dlQerent moo; 
they profess to be full of confidence for the 
future, fully alive to their past weakneaaes, 
and resolute to give even a better account of 
themaelvea when next they meet the enemy. 
They are certainly buying their experience 
at a vary high ooab, but It is invaluable. 

The forelgnera preaenb differ in tlolr 
opinion aa to the ahooting ; ono gallant fel- 
low who la badly wounded maintaina the 
marked superiority of Friedriob' the.' Oniat 
of Essen ; no doubt under hia ' (killed nian- 
agomont Krupp oame out well ; but hia 
testimony ia Impaired by the fact that he 
holds a brief for that eminent ordnance 
maker. A compatriot of hia equal aclentific 



ability is of deliberate opinion that the Jap- 
anese fire was much more accurate, of 
greater range and of more penetrating power 
than the Chiuese ; but the Impartial reader 
will know that the Japanese armament Is 
more modern and has a far greater propor- 
tion of quick-firing guns. They used cordito 
and the oldor^explosives ; the Chineso used 
only powder. 

There aro 252 wounded in the vessels at 
Port Arthur, tho irjuries of most of them 
bftirg not at all seriuus, and not neccsaita- 
ting surgical interferenco, Every dock 
officer in the Qeot they say is hurt ; in this 
case it is simply marvellous that so few 
were killed. The Tingyuon has 17, the 
Chenyuen 15, the other vessela, about the 
aame number, ao that the total ia less than 
100, but to theae must be added'th'e 600 odd 
who perished by the alnklog, eto , of the 
Chibyuen, Kingyuen, Chaoyung, and Yagn- 
woi, including Mr. Purvis, the engineer, 
who went down in the Chibyuen.

States, 

Prceident Casimir-Perier whilo visiting 
the Pasteur institute In Paris, was intro- 
duoed by Prof. Pasteur to Dr. Roux, the 
originator of the new remedy for diph- 
theria. The preaidenfe warmly, congratu- 
lated Dr. Rouz upon hie ludoeM in perfeat- 
ing and applying the aerum treatment, and 
conferred upon iiirr. the cross of commander 
of the logioa of honor. 

Chancellor von Caprivi, accorditig to the 
Cologne Gazette, has invited the leading 
miniatora of the federal etatcs of (Sermuny 
to come to Berlin and diaouai with him 
moasures for ;„ore vigorouely combatting 
^"^ .'ioments of revolution in the empire, 
^bs Invited ministers will probably arrive 
in Berlin to morrow. 

Brigands led by the nptorloua outlaw J uU». 
Longorio viaited the ran oh of Franoiaoo 
Peres, near the village of Jalostttlan, Mez- 
ioo, and killed Senor Perez and fonr etn- 
ployee, The bandlta were followed to the 
mountaina and three were capturedi inclnd- 
ing Longorio. All will be ubot. 

Advioea from Lima, Fern, state that 
brigands have atolen all the valnable innrn- 
ments and ■ deatrpyed the bnildinga of the 
Aceqnlpa obaervatory, eatabiisbed by Har- 
vard nniveraity, one of the beat equipped in 
the world. It is believed that the Uuitod 
States will demand reparation. 

The Chamber of Commeroe ab Lourenzo 
Marqacz haa cabled the Portuguese govern- 
mono that the condition of ulTitirB is ucbear- 
able. Business is ruined and nn epidemic 
is threatened, Portugal is urged to have 
the Transvaal government send troops here. 

Mail advices received from MadapaBoar 
report that the Falivivlea tribesmen have 
raided a village near Majunga, at the en- 
trance to Dambotooka bay, on the northwest 
coast. The Falivales attaolied the French 
trading house and beheaded two agents 
there, one of whom was English and the 
other French, A number of soldiers beloBj^- 
ing to the Hova tribe, tho ruling tribe of 
the island, were close at hand when the at- 
tack was made, but they did not interfere 
to prevent the murder of tho aqents. 

News has been received of the de- 
struction of the Danish schooner Helen in 
tho North sea by the explosion of her cargo 
of gunpowder. The crow perished. 

The conference at the Vatioin relative to 
the proposed union of the Eaatern ohoroh 
^ with the Holy See opened to-day. The Pope 
presided. 

Beporta from various points in the west 
and south of Ireland stato that heavy rains 
have caused floods in those sections of the 
country. Several persona were injured. 

La Matin, commenting on the situation in 
Madagascar, says the Hovas are likely to ac- 
cept toe conditions presented by France, the 
natives preferring that the French should 
achieve a diplomatic victory rather than a 
conqaeat of the ialand. > 

BRITAIN ODT MANCEDVRteD. 

Her PoUey on the Faelflo '.lever a Sttoeess— 
She Koit Hnmble Herselt to the 
Sandwich Islands. 

London, Oot. 24 — Referring to Hawaii'a 
refusal to allow the use of Neckar island as 
a landing station for tho British Pacific cible, 
the Post says : " The English policy in tho 
FaciSc has never been a success. Now we 
have to hnmble ourselves to the Sandwich 
Islands. Whether the colonies knew that 
Neokar ialand was Hawaiian territory or not 
when cbey sent their meaaages to the colonial 
secretary in London they oommitted a great 
blunder. In making them pablio. It is 
largely dne to the nnnsnal oonrse of the 
oolonies that we are placed In this unfortu- 
nate position. At the same, time we cannot 
agree with the part Lord Bosebery played. 
ISy not opening negotiations until the ques- 
tion was debated at. Ottawa the premier 
showed his. hand.,^ May bus , the United 
States, of whom Hawaii appears to be the 
vassal, would grant permission to purohaae 
the island, but the United States might in- 
sert unacceptable conditions which might 
ulao conflict with the opinion of the Ottawa 
govornniont. Altogether tlio pooition is a 
diaagrepiiblo nno. It is a great pity that 
Groat Britain hia boon out-mat cjiuvrcd," 



AFRAID OF HERONIMO. 

Great Alnrm Over the Prospect of the K«- 
lease of the Ayac.lips From Fort bill. 

San FitANCisro, Oot. 21. — Dean Duke, 
superintendent Of tho Bear Creek cattle and 
horse ranch, says tho reconl move of tho 
authorities >o return Chief Geronimo and 
his band to the San Carlos reservation has 
filled tho people of the frontier with alarm. 
They expect that what has happened before 
will happen again, namely, maraudiug, kill- 
ing ond robbing. "Tho people are not a 
bit pleased about it," said Duko. " Thoy 
have no doubt that Goronimo will take to 
tho saddlo again, Thtro aro about sixty 
warriors with Geronimo, and these, 
with tho chief and women and chil- 
dren, are to be thiuat back on tho coun- 
try whence thuy came. For a long time 
the Apaohoa that wore left at San Carlos 
have boon going on marauding expeditions. 
Last week thoy stole '25 horens from the 
Deep Creek ranch and started to rush them 
into the wild regions of Mexico. A lot of 
tho cowboys went after them, and after a 
few days they auoooeded in getting all but 
four. Had they not been very skilled In the 
ways of tho Indians they would never have 
gob a single animal. Tho Indians who did 
it woro the Chiracahua Apaches. But this 
Is nob tho worst. On Friday Phil Hot lllor 
of tho San Simon cattle company was killed 
while on his way to Deer Creek ranch to 
attend a round up, * If, oa top of this and 
tho abandonment of anbh' fbrta as Bowie, 
Oeronlmo and his band ue, to be brought 
baokfrom Fort Sill , there 'wlll ;bA:'a rough 
time ahead.' Instead of withdrawing any 
troops they' all oughfe to be kept at their 
posts."' >.

CHINESE 7ICT0EY, 

As tho Ei'BUlt of a FIgbt Near AVIju the Jnp- 
aneeo More BomUi 

London, Oot. 24, — A Shanghai dispatch 
Bays the Norwegian steamer Nordenskjold, 
whiob was boarded and aearohed by Japan- 
ese oCf Shang Tung and waa sent to Japan in 
consequenco of contraband material being 
found on board, has arrived at Taku. The 
dispatch also states thab the Norwegian 
steamer Pelk, at Tientsin from Shanghai, 
which was stopped ofiF tho Shan Tung 
promontory by a Japanete warship aid 
searched, had on board six hundred soldiers. 
Upon the approach of th» Japanese ship the 
soldiers took off their uniforms and burned 
them. Tho Japanese on tnaUlng a search of 
the Feik found nothing contraband and 
allowed her to proceed. 

The Shanghai oorrespoadcnb of the Times 
saya that Chinese officials report that a Sght 
took plaoe between the Chinese and the 
Japanese near Wijn on Monday, resulting 
in the retirement of the Japaneae aouth. 
ward. Each aide Is aaid to have loat 
3,000 men. 

Yokohama dispatches say that fighting 
took place near Port A rthur on the 23rd. 
It is believed that the Japanese troops en- 
gaged were the thirty thousand men who re- 
cently left Hiroshima. 

The Emperor of China, realizing the im- 
portance of the navol battle fought off the 
Valu river as preventing a maritime invasion 
of China, has issued a decree awarding hon- 
ors to European officers who served on board 
the Chinese ahipa, and bestowing three 
years' pay on the widows of thoae who were 
slain in this action. 

Sak Frahoisco, Oob.. 24.— Major Kuan- 
nose, a military attafihe:' of, the Japanese 
legation at St. Pa^rsburg, and Major 
Tohiobi, military attache of the Mikado's 
legation at Paris, have ariived here, having, 
as they state, been called l>ome..to take park 
in the war with China. Tbii order extends 
to ail! absent' military attaches. They 
will sail on . the next steamer. Both 
Franca and Rnaaia, they aay, expressed in 
one form or another their sympathy for 
Japan in ita atruggle with China, 

" Prayers were being offered in Sb, Peters- 
burg churches for our suooeaa before I left 
and for Sakamoto, who waa Itilled while in 
command of the l,(iOO ton gunboat Akagi, 
in the Yalu river battle," said Major Kusu- 
nose. Tho feeling was all in favor of Japan, 
though officials did not ezpresa any opinion. 
Major Tchlchi told of his reception in 
Fr.ince. " Before I lefb Paris," he aaid, 
" I waa presented to Preeident Caalmir, and 
he expressed to mo very candidly his sym- 
pathy for my country. Everywhere among 
the E'renoh people I found tho same kindly 
expressions. The reason all our military 
attaches abroad aro being called home is 
because being skilled in the art of war we 
are wanted to take impoctaut posts. All, I 
have no doubt, aro as willing and anxious to 
return and fight for Japan as we are. None 
of ua have any doubt either that we shall 
triumph in the struggle." , 



SA&HALIBN'S HOBBOBS. 

The Standard's Terrible Tale, Unch of It 
Denied by People on the Spot, 

LoNDO.v, Oct. 24, — Early this year tho 
Standard printed a story about the 
Inrrors of life in tho Busaiiiii convict 
aott'eiucnta on tliu IsLind of S.ighalien 
and that niurdor, iiiuliiation, atarviition, 
and cannibali.sni were among tho doa- 
purato features of the .sfittleinentB, An 
unbroken ijroce.s.iion of convoys with 
mutilated eov[)3eB, ho said, pasaed from 
Onor to llykovskayii. As usual a most 
vicious convict who had won the favor of 
tlio commandant waa represented to bo 
tho author of tho worst attrocities. lu 
thi.s caao hia name was given as KhakofT. 
An open l«tter from iiykovskaya was 
publi.shed to-day over tho .I'gnaturo of 
Dowindt, denying; tho most of tho story. 
Careful research, aays the writer, allowed 
that there iva.'i only one case of cannibal- 
ism, un record in the Saglialieu settle- 
ments. Throe convicts escaped to the 
forestB and two of them ate the other one. 
One of the cnnnibnla waa found to be in- 
Bane. Tho renron one was flogged 
and eventually ciml of blood poisoning, 
Tlio description of the endless convoys 
with cor[)80s ia detcribed as unfounded. 
Tho mutilations aro said to bo self in- 
flicted, tho invariable purpose being to 
escape work. Khaltoff or more properly 
KlianofT had never boon an inspector or 
commandant's favorite, and had never 
any autliorilj-, lie was guiliy of diaboli- 
c>)l cruelty to his comrades and was 
tlirown into prison at Eykovskaya, where 
ho now is. 



TOBKBY AT YIBNNA. 

The Vacant iAmbasaadocsblp Vlnally Filled. 

Vienna, Oot, 24.-^The Poiiiische corres- 
pondent aaya that tho Sultan haa appointed 
Alel Ghaleb Bey, Turkish ambaiendor to 
Persia, to represent him in Vienna. This 
closes tho misunderstanding which followed 
tho appointment of Nouri Bey to the post of 
Turkish ambassador at this court. Austria 
declined to receive Nouri Bey, although giv- 
ing no satisfactory reaaon for bar action. 
Tho Subllmo Porto believed that his parent- 
age was tho cause of the trouble as ho la tho 
aon of a French count, Chatauneuf, and be- 
came a Mutsnlman only after marriage with 
a Turklsli woman.

'We trtiBt thai)' the espeotationa and hopes 
«f the Morweglans who are on their way to 
aettle in Bella Coola will be more than real- 
ised. Scandinavians make good settlers 
Tkey are intelligent, sober, pious, induatri 
oaa and aelf-reliant. They do not expect 
too nnob. They ooma from a oonntry where 
M»tare la not very generona— where men 
have to work hard and continuously 
to gain a comfortable livelihood, and they 
therefore will not be diaoouraged when they 
are required to face the diffionltiea and en 
dare the hardships and privatiuna inoident 
U) pioneer life in the beat oonntriet and nn 
der the oioat favorable oiroamatanoea. IVe 
therefore feel certain that the Norwegian 
colony will be a moab valnable addition to 
tho raral papulation of the Province. 

The Government are doing what is moat 
condnoive to the welfare of the province 
when thoy are endeavoring to amooth 
the way for theae hardy a'ettlera and to 
make their lot as comfortable aa the oir- 
cnmitancea permit. The immigranta OOUld 
not fall into bettor hands than those of the 
Hon, Col. Baker, Miniater of Immigration 
Ha is, we are sure, well convinced 
tbat the great and urgent want 
of the Province is population of the right 
kind. Ho, no doubt, sees in these Nor 
wegian farmers and fishermen settlers who 
will do much towarda devoIopinR the. 
reaourcea of tho northern valleys of both the 
lalsnd and the Mainland, and alao to make 
them attractive as a field of emigration to 
tbeir oonntrymen. Much dependa upon the 
nooeaa of thia Norwegian colony, and we 
feel morally aure that it will anooeed. 



4 PARALLEL CASE. 

Our contemporary tho Times went out of 
its way to direct attention to a dccrouBc in 
tho triulo of the Dominion for tho first three 
nionths of the lieoal yenr, and drew from it 
Infeienoea unfavorable to the buaineaa proa 
peota of the country. The deoreaae, though 
not a pleasant thing to contemplate, is 
nothing to worry about. The trade of 
Orcat Britain in the month of Aoguat fell 
off nearly threo times as much aa that of tho 
Dominion did iu threo months, yet no Op 
position newapapor in England ohuck 
lea over the deoreaae or trlea, direct 
ly or indirectly, to attribute it to the 
policy of the Government, In that month 
the imports of tho United Kingdom dooroas 
ed §16,000,000, and tho o.xporta 54,500,000. 
Yot BO largo a diminuliou of trade is not 
loolied upon by the British public aa serious, 
It la regarded aa simply one of tboae flaotu 
»tiona that toke place In every country and 
«Bder every trade system. It is considered 
'tliat In aplte of this check the business situ 
ation in Groat Britain is improving. Our 
contemporary, howovor, could not rosiat the 
iomptatlon of raising a calamity howl when 
it saw tho cheerful account whioh the Fi- 
nance Miniator gave to the Bogllah journal- 
ist of the existing atote of affslra In Canada. 

Weaee, too, thot to expose ouroontomp- 
OTMj'a blunders nud to correct its miatati- 
mtnta is oorjaidorod by ib " aaauronoo " and 
■•impudonoo." The Oppoaitlon organ, be- 
Bidea being altogether too aevere, la not a 
Utile ungrateful. It should be thankful to 
vafor aboiylng it that the atory It repeated 
Md endoraed from the Slooan Times was 



founded on a marvellously stupid misinter- 
pretation of a section of tho Land Law, 
which any person of average intelligence 
would think it impossible to misuuderstand. 
We have put it on ita guard with respeot to 
that paper, and deserve thanks rather than 
abuse. The Times has, we see, made a die- 
covery which many will regard aa original. 
It has by aome prooets that deserves to be 
patented, found out that it is only busineES 
CDUcorns which are " hard up " that notify 
dbfauitiqg. debtors to eall . and, aettle." 
There are aome people (very; ignorant no 
doubt] who attribuio the hardnpnesa of a 
good many bueinesD firms to their slackness 
in collecting their debts. 

LA URIBR'S FAMILIAR. 

The Montreal Star speaks of " tho demon 
of indefioiteneaa " aa Mr. Laurior's familiar. 
Ib aaya : ' 

The demon of indefiniteness aeema to have 
dogged the steps of Mr. Laurier all through 
his sunny western tour. Jt api^ared with 
a malignant grin in the Winnipeg preaa at 
the very beginning of his voyage into the 
pralriea ; it turned, up with impish per- 
sistence in hi* wake all the] way out to the 
Pacific ; it inspired oountleaa eritioiama of 
the eloquent and pleasing ^geatleman in 
British Gjlumbia ; and now. on .the home 
journey it is complacently spoiling the crop 
ho has so laboriously sown along thefertiloly 
discontented strip of prairie aettlement. The 
men of tho Northwest and the Faoifio Coast 
feel their need of a more sympathefio gov- 
ernment policy ; tho Liberal lender is 
superlatively the man to lay a sympathetic 
policy before a discontented people in an 
effeotivo way. Those two complements have 
been brought together in tho West during 
theae early autunm days, and tho result is 
that tho people are asking— Bub what is tho 
" aympatholio policy ? " There is ouo thing 
that the moat eloquent pleader cannot get 
along entirely without ; and that is a case. 

The Star, whioh, by the way, is by no 
means unfriendly to Mr. Lanrler, haaatrnck 
tho nail on the head. Mr, Liurier's indefin- 
itonees made his fine speaking of no avail 
The people of tho West liked to hoor him, 
and they were pleased while they liatonod, 
but he left them nothing to think about 
after he had departed. There was nothing 
to take hold of in hia dlsoonnea. Hia moat 
ardent admirera could not framo anything 
that had tho appearance of a policy out of 
the materiol with which he had aupplied 
them. It was rhetorical froth of the lightest 
kind, whioh disappeared as soon aaan attempt 
was made to grasp it. Some of hia followers 
are attempting to imitate Mr. Lanrier's in 
ingenious and plausible indefiniteness, 
but they oannob succeed. To make 
a good impression and to raiae 
hopes without really etying anything 
ia altogether beyond them. Wo have no 
doubt they are wondering bow in the world 
it was tlwt Mr. Laurier managed to produce 
a favorable efTdot while he was speaking. 
The mystery is too deep for them to fathom. 
They oannot call up Mr. Laurier's familiar 
from the vasty deep. If they could they 
would have little diiEoulty in making long 
and pleasing specchea with nothing in them. 
The man who propounds a now trade policy 
for the Dominion of Canada must not be 
posaoased by a spirit of indefinlteneas. Ho 
must have something delinito and subatantial 
to say to the people ; something that they 
can take hold of— can assimilate and can 
communicate to others. 



COLD STORAGE. 



Artifioial refrigeration, aa applied to the 
preaervation of food prodnota, has, within|tbe 
laat few yeara, had a|wonderful development. 
It involvea not only the safe transportation 
of the articlea from the place where they are 
produced to the place of their disposal, but, 
aa well, the catabliebmont of special storage 
to reoeive and keep them until they can be 
finally delivered to the merchant or con- 
sumer. 

Cold storage houses are to be found in 
most of the great citica, but it ia an admit 
ted fact that, even in them, thia line of in 
vestment has not been worked to' anywhere 
near the extent ita importance would war' 
rant. In smaller places there are, as yet, 
comparatively few such storage houses, and 
fct would aeem to be indiaputable " that in 
many of the minor ciliea of the country, oa 
pocially those surrounded by the rioh ogri- 
oultural aootiona oontlguoua to tho 
great markets, there is room for 
auoh , eatabliabmenta for commercial 
storage by produce buyers, butohera, poult 
erors, milk dealers, creameries, etc. When 
tho advantages of cold storage are once 
domonstratod, there appears to bo no aub 
atnntial reason for not believing they oould 
be made a profitable venture. Even under 
preaent oirounistanoes the volume of farm 
produce is rapidly Increasing ; and aa the 
urban population of the country, tho con 
sumera, ia increasing much more rapidly 
than tho rural population, tho ultimate 
murkot for milk, butter, eggs, poultry, etc., 
must over be a good ono. Such products, 
however, oome from the farm ' in a banoh ' 
at oertain givpn seasons, while during the 
balance cf the year they are scarce. The 
advantage to tho middle man, not to say 
the farmer himself, of baviog at hand a 
reliable place of storage for these produota, 
where they may bo safely carried until a 
more profitable market ia offered, certainly 
appeals to the oonaideration of those moat 
immediately concerned." 

Moro ond moro each year aro investors 
reaching tho above conclusion, and never 
boforo has thia matter reeoivod the^Rttention 
that is now being given to it. 

" It Is quite osaentlal that the fruit 
grower of to-day should have some meana of 
cold storage," aayg S. AV, Chambers in an 
agricultural journal, " for it is only through 
auoh mothoda of preaerving hia fruit for oer- 
tain markota that he can hope to reap the 
highoat pricca. Applca to day are selling in 
the rough for about' 91 A bikrrel, but where 
they oan bo kept until mid-winter one is 
almost certain to got double this price. If 
properly stored In a cool pluco tho loss from 
shrinkogo ond rotting fruit will ba compara- 
tively small." 

Urapoa can bs preserved long after mid 



winter in a cold storage house, and higher 
prices will be realized for them than during 
the height of the season. Tho saving in 
applea Is something great when a cold Btor> 
age house la handy j they oan be kept In the 
beat condition when properly atored. Later,' 
when prices advance, dealers will- wish that 
they had taken advantage of such a place. 

THB FOOD OF THIS FUTURB. 

It is said that scientific men who are very 
seldom 'beard of. and who' are working in out 
of the way places, are preparing changes 

whioh one day will startle the vrorld and 
rovolutionize society. Chemists tell us that 
the groat variety of things that we sua on 
this earth, and even the earth itself, are 
composed of a very few simple aubatanooa. 
Oar food, for inatanoe, no matter what its 
nature, vegetable or animal, Is oomposed of 
carbon, oxygen, hydrogen and nitrogen. 
Everything that we eat and drink is consti- 
tuted almost entirely of theuo four olomenta. 

It bus ontorod tho heads of some theoreti- 
cal chemists that since all kinds of food can 
be resolv^ into theae elementary anbstauccs 
it would not be impbaaible to make food by 
mixing them in the proper proportions 
under the proper conditions. For instance, 
every housewife knows what tho ingredients 
of a plum pudding are. She knows that if 
she gets the proper ingredients, mixes them 
in the proper proportions, and oooka 
the mixture properly, a plum]pudding more 
or loss toothsomo, savory and Indigestible ia 
the result. In the same way these obemists 
knowesaotly what aro the oonstitueut parts 
of a beefsteak. The question they have set 
about answering ia, ia it not poaaible to put 
these ingredients as they are found innature 
together in such a way na to produce a food 
aubstanoe of the very same nature aabeef 
steak, and equally nutritious (?) " It is, wo 
believe, poasible to do this," ia tho answer 
they give, and they aro trying 
to find out the process by whioh this won 
derfulreanlt oan be produced. There ia an 
inexhauatiblo supply of the Ingredients 
everywhere ; tho difficulty Is to put them 
together iu tho right way. 

Wo aro told that sugar haa been made in 
thia artifioial way and that any quantity of 
it can be produced at a cost not exceeding a 
cent a pound. Tho'procesa' has, In faot, 
already been patenteid. It Is said that tea', 
coffee and cocoa, or substances identical 
with them, can be artificially produced 
Tho chemists have found out that the easen 
tial principle of tea and cofTee ia Identical 
It ia oilled " thein " and "o. fr>:in," bub theae 
are two names for .tbe^^ffkme^ thin|[. This 
Bubstance, we are" told, 'has. -of ten been 
artificially made out of lis constit 
nent parts. Respecting the principle 
of tobacco, niootine. Professor Bsrthelot, a 
French chemist, saya : " We have obtained 
pure niootine, whose chemical constitution 
Is perfectly understood, by treating salomln, 
a natural gluooald, with hydrogen. Syu' 
thetic chemistry has not made nicotine 
directly as yet, but it has very nearly 
reached it, and tho laboratory manufacture 
of niootiae may be expected at any 
moment. . . . The tobacco is simply so 
much dried vegetable matter in whioh the 
nicotine ia atored^" This chemist is simply 
trying to do In his laboratory what is done 
naturally by the organism of the tobacco 
plant. In the same way ho proposes to pro- 
duce food without the instrumentality of 
plants and animals. It ho succeeds who can 
imagine the changes whioh anccess 
will make In the occnpationa of men 
and in society generally ? Some may say 
that theso chemists are trying to do what ia 
imposaiblo. But who is to aay what ia im 
possible to science ? It is not ao long ago 
that photography waa regarded as impos 
Bible. Many remember when the idea of 
the trantmisaion of sound by electricity was 
regarded as an idle dream. What la more 
wonderful than to materialize speeoh — to be 
able to piick a conversation in boxes and to 
reproduce it, in tho very tones in whioh the 
worda were uttered a hundred yeara or so 
after the speakers are in their gravep. 
The "impossibilities" which science has 
performed in our own day, aa the reader 
knows, are many ; and there may bo hun- 
dreds, like tho cheniista we have alluded to, 
who are quietly inventing othora no doubt 
equally wonderful, and, in tho proaont atate 
of knowledge, cijualiy incrodible.

THE NORWEGIAN "COLONY. 



Bnles for Its MaaaKemeut Discassed 
Yiitii tbe Uinister of Immlgfra- 
tlou yeaterday. 



Plans of the Settlers-They Leave By 
Special Steamer To morrow 
]{onibie« 



Rev. Mr. Saagatadb and hta little party of 
sturdy ooloniats leave Victoria for Bella 
Coola to-morrow, the Prinoeaa Louiae hav 
ingbeen brought into aervioe to convey 
them to their new home. All are enthusi- 
aatio and eager for tbe work of developing 
their farms. , They are ayt«inatlo in tJio r 
echeme of settlement and promise to trans- 
form the entire fertile valley of some 13.000 
acres into which they are going, into airuit- 
ful garden — and that within a very few 
years. Not only aro the relatives and 
friends in Minnesota to be brought to the 
new Norway, but others are coming from 
the old land itself, and it will not be long 
t^fore still another tr-tct will be in demand. 
All agree that British Columbia is Intinitely 
more homelike to them than any other pare 
of America which they have yet seen ; its 
mountains and tiords oarry them back to 
their native land, while its strotohea of 
alder-bottom land into which they are now 
going are rich in the extreme, and the 
climate is much more agreeable. 

The government of the Norwegian settle- 
ment is to'be administered by a council of 
five, under a code of local laws which are' 
remarkable for their stringency in regard to 
the morality, health, industry and avt^iUblo 
means of the individual colonists. These 
rules and regulations are drufced by tbe 
council, and must have the approval of the 
Minister of Immigration before they become 
operative ; having been so endorsed, it is 
provided in the terms of the agreement be- 
tween the oolonists and the government that 
they must be obeyed, the council bavieg the 
power in default of obedience to expel the 
offender from the settlement, 

To satisfy himself that the terms and con- 
ditions of settlement were thoroughly un- 
derstood by all tbe colonists, Hun. Col. 
Biker yesterday afternoon met them — 83 in 
all — in tbe legislative aessmbly hall, and 
oarefully explained each provision of the 
agreement. At the same time he handud to 
each settler a printed copy of the agree- 
ment with the government, and reoeivod hia 
auuranoe that be bad subio ilel to and 
waB satiafied wlth;the rales for the manage^ 
ment of tbe oolony laid' down by the oom-, 
mittee, ^ In addition to tbe u^oal regula- 
tions for tbe direotion of local aifain, tbeae 
rulea provide for the annnal election of the 
oonoil of five, throagh the vote by ballot of 
allthe male adults of the community. The 
council is to oonsisb of the president, vice- 
president, secretary and two mombera of 
the colony, and the president and secretary 
(Rev. Mr. Suugstadt and Mr. Christenaen at 
present hold the ofiioea) are appoioted in> 
termediaries between the colonists and the 
government. 

Mr. Peter Leech, provincial land sur- 
veyor, will accompany the party north to- 
morrow to point out the lands taken up and 
attend generally to the requirements of the 
settlers. They take with them provisions 
for the entire winter, and will employ ehem- 
selvea next seaeon in clearing their land and 
laying out amall gardens. Stock will not bo 
taken in until sutficient land baa been made 
available to support them. 

All the colonists are enthusiastic and do 
not fear any of the difficulties which beset 
the path of pioneers. There is more than a 
probability that a party of Scotch farmers 
will be the next to take up land on similar 
terms to those offered the N'orwegiftns, 

PACIFIC COAST DEFENCES. 

Beeommeodations of General Otti-Fort 
lommnO. No Lcnger of 
Advantage. 

Wasiiinotpk, Opt. 24.— In his annnal re- 
port Brigadier Geiifiral Otis, commanding 
the depatrtment of the Columbia, has much 
to aay about coast defences and the re-ar- 
rangement of posts. He says that neither 
Fort Sheridan nor Fort Spokane is proper- 
ly located to meet the oonditlona of a regi- 
mental post, and no point in that section 
offers saoh advantages as tbe city of Spo- 
kane. General Otia called attention to the 
fact that since 1866 the government haa done 
very little looking to the protection of 
Puget Sound againat foreign attack, not- 
withstanding the great development of the 
country and the inoreaee (,f the population. 
Ho reoommeDda that ( loven points of de- 
fence selected by tho fortifications board 
1 St summer be ucquiton and placed under 
military c m'l ol and that forty-throo reser- 
vations wi; lidrawn in puet years bo turned 
over to the interior department for dlnpoai- 
tian. Fort Townsend is no longer of ad- 
vantage ard in its stead an infantry garri- 
son should be eatnbliuhed at MagnoliablulTd, 
near Sett le, wl loh would serve admiiably 
for the protection of tho country beyond the 
Cascadea. where 100,000 people dwell, 
part of them restless, renionstrutivc, often- 
times turbulent on fancied provocation. 
Should this project fail of approval General 
Utis recommends the abandonment of Fort 
Townsend and the transfer of its garrison to 
the Vancouver barracks. The Three Tree 
Point military reservation of 640 acres 
oonld with propriety 1)0 torned over to the 
interior department for disposition.

Mr. Justice Crease has delivered judg 
ment in the cabo of AVong Hoy Woon va 
I)r, George Dunoan, niodioal health oQioer 
of Viotoria. Ihia was a tesb action brougbti 
ftgainsb the healUi officer for alleged ezoeia 
of duty on ihe oodaaion of the arrival of the 
Empresa of China on May 1 last from China 
and Japan, The alleged excess of duty was 
in diapiitching a number of Chinamen from 
the vessel to the auspeot etation at Boas 
Bay, " there to be herded, diainfeoted and 
scrubbed and afterwards turned loote, 
No white paBaengors from the same port 
(U.ong Kong) were treated in a similar man 
ner. The Chinamen had already passed the 
Dominion (juarantine ofiicera and the pro 
vincial othcers. His Lordship goea on to say 
that after this the city health of- 
ficer " orders them (the Chinamen) into 
Che ouatody of hia oonatablos to whoso tend- 
er meroiea be then oonaigns them to be 
taken to the auspeot station at Boss Bay, 
there to be washed, disinfeoted and aorub- 
bad and then, foranght we know to the dsn- 
tcary, let loose to mid- their way to their 
fellows in the town as besttbey might. 
Xhls instraottoB was oarried out In a man- 
ner worthy of the 'de 'batit en baa oom- 
mand,' The present action arose * to teat 
if and how far Chinamen are to bo treated 
when they land on onr shores, dififerently 
and more atrlctly than any other foreign- 
ers," The trial which followed and the 
jurys verdict that Hon;; Kong was an in- 
fected port is set forth in the judgment, 
vrhich gooa on to say that while the law 
givfs the medical health olBcer " abuudant 
authority to deal imporatively almosti in 
every case, at the same time ineiats that he 
3ball diacbargo thatduty with judgment acd 
diaoretion and not over run the mork. In 
this caae to say the least ho has not dis- 
charged his duty discreetly, but on the con- 
trary has exceeded it. The whole gisc 
of tbo law is to guard against 
persons ' Infected ' or ' exposed to in- 
fection,' which applies to persons who have 
been brought into actual contact with or 
within the baleful inHuenco of an infectious 
or contagious disease or have recently come 
from a locality where from an acounuiiula- 
tion of cases or other reason the dtaease has 
got into the air and become epidemic." 

" There was not an atom of proof before 
the jury of the actual existence of a single 
casa of smallpox in Hongkong in April or 
Way — nothing beyond a medical opinion," 
A medical opinion is not the legal proof of a 
fact. Hia Lordahip considers that " the evi- 
dence shows there was nothing like emer- 
gency in the present case or anything to 
warrant the treatment they (the Chinamen) 
re-oeived. The judgment concludes : 

"Go review of thefaots and authorities I 
am of opinion that the defendant exceeded 
bis authority and caused the plaintiff great 
anntceasary loea and annoyance. I there- 
fore give judgment for plaintiff against the 
defendant, but as it is a test oaae, with 
only $5 damages and oosts to be taxed."

CORPORATIOK V. tJNiOif dtOfi. 

The following ia the text of the judgment 
in the above County Court appeal, given by 
Mr. Justice Crease, as stated in yesterday's 
issue, in favor of the appellant Club : 

"This WHS an appeal by the defendant 
from the order of the local Magistrate upon 
the bearing of a auoimons againat Hayes, 
the late secretary of the olub, for non-pay' 
ment of $100 assessed against the olub under 
section 17.3 of the municipal act, 1889. Mr, 
Pooley, Q C. , for the defendant, admitted 
that the IJnion Club is an association of not 
less than 40 persons, whose objects are 
mutual recreation and improvement and the 
keeping for the members a place of reaoit 
wbsrein intoxicating liquors are consumed 
by members either at a tariff fixed by the 
rules of the association or pursuant to an 
arrangement or understanding between the 
members of the association within the word- 
ing of section 173 of the said municipal act. 

It has 15'J members, governed by rules 
and by-lawa prodnced in court and passed 
by the olub in IS87 as its oout>titutior, vest- 
ing all its jproperty and effects in truatees, 
to ensure the payment of outstanding de- 
bentures secured on the property of the olub 
and oarry on ita aCTdira, but so aa not to ren- 
,der any member personally liable ; to pro- 
mote the other objects of the Bssooiation— 
.aooial intercourse, mutual improvement, 
benefit and enjoyment. 

A committee of management lias been ap- 
pointed for the conduct of all the general 
business and affairs of the BBsooiation, 
Members can obtain food and refreshment 
in the club, and wine, beer and spirits on 
payment. There ia no licouao to sell lujunr. 
T;ie liquors are consumed on the preniiBcs, 
and only given und paid for among 
t! e n;'elvi.r. The money therefrom goes 
to the general funds for llio support of the 
o'uh. Tlio iiaaesBmenfc uppeultd ngainnt, 
thuugh called a tux, is under the heading cf 
' Trades Liconacs.' The heading of that 
division of the act dourly olassea section 17.'{ 
among ' Trades liiconses,' and this intention 
ia Hcccntuiited by the decision in Sewell v. 
1') C- Towing Company, 1), S. C, Canadian 
R-.-portB, ,"),")1. and Lang v, Kor, .S Appeal 
Ciaea, u'i!) ; liryan v. Cnikl, C> Exchc(|uor, 
308, and Huninieramilli Hallway Company 

V. Brand, Law reports, 4 H. L,, 171, that 
the heading under which a section of an aot 
occurs muBt bo read as part of that particu- 
lar section to which it is applicable. 

" The dealing with liquor in tho club is 
not a sale under ordinary mercantile sense 
of tho word, oud GraiT v. Evans, 8 Q li. I) , 
.'i7.3, although not serving aa a ptec-dent in 
the present oase— inasmuch uu ic did not, as 
in the present instance, arise under a 
Btitute— is yeta olear authority that the 
ooaduct of an aasooiatlon on the lines of this 

.o:ub is not carrying ' on a trade— 
and does not make sales for a 
trade profit, bull, is In faot a private 
establishment, and so. also, does not oome 
within the authority of the police magis- 
trate. The true oonstrnotjtcn.of the rules— 
according to the interpretation given to 
them by Mr, Justice Field and Baron Hud- 
dleston, in the above oaso and cases there 
otted — which form the oonatitntion of the 

.olub is that the members seleotod by a strict 
balloi; among themselves and paying a fee 
on entrance are joint owners of the general 
property in all tho goods of the club that 
the truatoca were tholr agents with respect 
to the general property in tho goods, though 
they could havo other agents with respect 
to special properties in some of tho goodp. 
Any member in entitled to obtain tho goods 
on payment of tho price. That does not 
constitute a sale. A sain involvoe the ele- 
ments of a bargain, With tho prices 
fixed there ia no bargiln. By his 
subaoriptioa to the funds of the 



olub a member, or owner, beoomea entitled 
to have his goods aold to him at a certain 
prioe, If there are 150 membera be owna 
l-150th ahare in the gooda he obtains. The 
tranaaotion beoomea a transfer of a apocial 
property in the gooda to such member, 
which ia not a sale in the ordinary accepta- 
tion of the term. The association ia not a 
partnerahip. It ia not an aaaooiatlon formed 
for the purpoao of realizing joint proGta, 
although aa we have aeen, the members are 
joint owners. It ia not, therefore, under 
the act, the language of which baa to be 
construed strictly to see whether the person 
on whom a tax is sought to be imposed 
cornea within the description of a person 
who Is engaged in the conduct of a trading 
ooocern and lawfully the subject of u trade 
license. 

"Fortho reasons given I am of opinion that 
the defendant does not oome within that de- 
scription, and, being of that opinion, it bo- 
comes linneoesaary to consider the other 
points raised by the defenoe, and I have 
therefore to allow the appeal with oosts."

It fa now B'foregone oonolaaion In marine 
circles that Viotoriaos are not to see, for 
some time at least, the new and elegant 
aidewhoel steamer Prince Kupert, about 
whose building so muoh haa been heard. 
Though she left GUsgow some time about 
September 1 wit^ the announced purpose of 
oomiug here to give opposition to the 
C. P. N. Co.'s steamer on the Vio 
toria- Vancouver route, the C.F.B. offioia.ls 
have preserved absolute ailenoe In regard to 
her.' Attheaame.time the perplexity of 
the public ha« been stlU furihe/ intensified 
by the reoeipt of the newa . that the 
oontrucb between the C.JP.B; and O.P.N, 
compiniea for the oontinnenoeof.the latter's 
aorvicB had been extended. Now a flood of 
light is thrown upon the whole matter by a 
vagrant rumor, tho origin of whioh la a mys- 
tery but which (is would not liltely have 
been the case had the element of truth been 
laokiiij!) the ofiiaials of the C. P.R. have not 
yet taken tho trouble to discredit it. It iu 
10 tho iir ot that tho Prince Rupert is not 
now on her way to Victoria, bub to Port 
Arthur or Wei-Hai-VVei, and that instead 
of Oiirrying pasaeDgtrB and cargo between 
this ciiy and Vancouver for the O.P R , her 
drat borvioe will hd aa a trunaport and troop- 
ship under tho Chineae flig. This service is 
000 for which the new veasel la admirably 
adapted in speed and design, and after the 
war is over there ia no use for whioh she is 
better floted than for river work. 

"Of course I cannot say anything what- 
ever iu tho matter officially, "said one ofiioer 
of tho G. P.R who wau spoken to in refer 
once to the rumor, " beoauae not one word 
ia regard to tho steamer haa come to mo olli- 
cially at any time. Personally I may Bay, 
however, that I have no reason to disbolieve 
the report. When the steamer was built 
she was undoubtedly intended for 
tho run between Vancouver and 
Victoria. When, however, the con 
tract with the 0. P. N. Co. was renewed 
she would be thrown on the hands of the 
owners aud they would be glad to dippose 
of her profitably and realize without delay. 
Ko difficulty would ariae in transferring her; 
this cunid be done at sea anywhere on the 
long trip round " 

And in fact the probability is that the 
transfer has already been accomplished 
Word is believed to have been sent to Cape 
St. Vincent, at the point of the South 
American oontinent, giving the steamer her 
new orders — to alter her course and proceed 
to China withiout delay. She ia well provi 
atoned for the long trip, and may next be 
heard from in oonnection with the operations 
of the Cbineae forcee. 

Whether the Prince Rupert was In reality 
built for the CP. R. or as a speculation is a 
matter of opinion. In any event she was 
formally inspected by Mr. Henry Beatty, 
manager of the C. P.R. lake lines, and pro 
nounced by him on completion satisfactory 
in every way. Her lines are graceful in the 
extreme — yacht-lines the builtiers explain 
and though owing to her high upper works 
ahe bears a somewhat shorter appearance 
than she would otherwise, her length is not 
Icsa than 270 U feet. The length between 
perpendiculars is 260 feet, and the moulded 
brsadib 32 feet. The depth of hold is 12 
feet, and the depth 'tween deoka about 
eight 

It is, however, in her speed and fittings 
that tho Prince Ru port excels. She is no 
thing less than a big and elegant steam 
yaoht, with paddle wheels 18 feet in diame 
ter and engines of 3,000 I.H.P. , capable cf 
developing 20 knots an hour. On her trial 
trip, which took place during the last week 
of August, it was remarked that she was 
the least noisy side wbeolor ever turned ont 
from tho celebrated yards of Denny Bro 
thers, her builders, or any other British 
yard. Even the two rakish masts of the 
new steamer are strictly up to the times, 
boing of steel, pole shaped, and fitted with 
eleotrio lights— eleotrlo aearoh lights alao 
being part of the equipment of the veaael. 
When the Prince Rupert tailed lot Vie 
toria, via Montevideo and San Frvnaiaoo.ahe 
waa officered by. the folloiving "old salts," 
some of whom are' well known in these local 
ilici : Commander, John Richards, of Car 
d;l!', late sailing master on Lord Brassey's 
famous yaoht, the Sunbeam ; chief officer, 
Jonathan Pauley, of CardilT ; chit f engineer, 
John Munroe ; purser, Svend Caspersen, of 
Copenhagen, son of the general superintend 
ent of tho Thingvalla and several other 
ocean lines ; second olliccr, John McAnish ; 
and chief steward, T. M. MacUo.

John S- Johnson Reduces the Mile 
Bicycle Becord by Fourteen 
Seconds. 



Referee Qaigley's Decision to Be Ap- 
peaitd—" Indian Queen" a 
f. Winner. 



Buffalo, Oct. 24. — John S, Johnson rode a 
mile straightaway this afternoon in 1;,'!5 2 C, 
lowering the world's record 14 full Bicjnds. 
Tho time was 1-10 second faster than the 
world's record for rnnning horses, l:3Si, 
made by Salvator on the Starlight track at 
Monmouth park, N.J., August 28, 1890. 
Johnson rode in heavy black tights und two 
thick sweaters, which tended to impcdutbe 
free play of his mutclea. But even with 
these impediments Johnson never budged 
from his poiition.at the rear of the qua- 
druplet, and when he crossed the finish line 
his front wheel was lapped on tho rear wheel 
of the big machine. As tho record breakers 
and the pace-making quartette croaaed the 
tape tho foatureo of tho men wore absolutely 
indistinguiahable. All that could be heard 
and seen was a roar, a iiiah of variegated 
colors and a cloud of dust. E'ocbrioal tim- 
ing arrangemonla wore provided, und each 
quarter was obecked at both start and fiulab, 
BO that there can be no doubt of the accuracy 
of the performance. Johnson made his 
appearance on the course at about 5 o'clock 
and rode half a mile back of tho starting 
lino. Tho quadruple started from this point 
in a lively pace, Johnson bugging tho rear 
wheel, and riding as if he bad plenty kf.. 
for the finiah. The five riders dashed ovor 
tho tape with the report of the pistol, 
Johnson lapping on tho quadruplet. They 
were going at a terrifio olip. The firsc 
quarter was covered in 21 2 6 seoonds, 
crowding cloaely cbe beat record for a 
thoroughbred horae for the same distance, 
This was on the down quarter. Ia the 
quarter which was up hill, the distance was 
done in 25 2 5, making the half In 46 4 5, 
four fifths (if a second slower than the half 
mile reeord held by the California filly 
Geraldine. When they atrnok the level 
course, Johnson urged the quad men to do 
their best and made the third quarter in 25 
aeconda. Callahan and Seavry on the quad 
showed signs of distress at the unheard of 
pace and were inclined to slow up a tnfle. 
ifrom tho third ([uarler to the goal they 
went very fast, boating the time for the 
second and third quarters. Tho time for 
tho threo-quartera was 2 4 5 seconds slower 
than the threo-r^uartera made by Domino 
last fall- Tho pace in tho stretch was won. 
derfully faat, and when the quad men 
crossed the lino Johnson was a short foot bO' 
hind the rear wheel, and riding as if ha had 
been out for an exerciae heat. Tho olijoia' 
time for the mile was 1 :,'!5 2 5 Sovoral 
club riders made tho time 1 ;;15 fUt. John- 
son aald after diamounting that ho Qniebed 
well within the limit of his powers and felt 
confident that he can do a mile in 1:30, and 
will make the effort over the same course to- 
morrow afternoon. The quadruplet team 
was made up of Callahan, (1) ; Soaver, (2) ;
